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A Tale of Old Greenbelt 


State Highway Officials Still 
Oppose METRO ARS Route 

The Maryland Department of Transportation once again has 
expressed its opposition to the modified ARS (Adopted Regional 
System) alignment for the Greenbelt “E” Metro route. This is 
the alignment that would parallel the B&O railroad tracks through 
College Park and terminate near Greenbelt Road and the Spring- 
hill Lake industrial tract. 


Historians and engineering buffs 
got a treat at the November 15 
city council meeting when city 
manager James K. Giese submit¬ 
ted a report on the history of street 
curbing in old Greenbelt. Original 
Greenbelt streets were constructed 
as water bound macadam streets 
with a rural cross section r . For 
the uninitiated, a road having a 
rural cross section simply means 
that it lacks curbs and gutters and 
that road drainage is into adja 
cent roadside ditches. Such a street 
design was common in the 1930’s 
and was a relatively inexpensive 
method of street construction. 

In a few locations, curbs and 
gutters were installed adjacent to 
streets in the original construction. 
The largest section of such curb¬ 
ing was along the shopping center 
side of Centerway. All such 
curbing was flat faced, similar to 
what Greenbelt is now installing. 

Over the years, the city has been 
gradually installing curbs and gut¬ 
ters along the original streets. At 
this time, 47 percent of the street 
edging in original Greenbelt has 
been lined with curbs and gut¬ 
ters. In the frame housing sec¬ 
tion of Greenbelt, 53 percent of 
the street edging has curbing. 

Such curbs and gutters were in¬ 
stalled for many reasons. Because 
of inadequate parking facilities in 
the original Greenbelt design, the 
shoulders of nearly all of the ori¬ 
ginal streets were enlarged and 
extended so that additional park 
ins spaces^could Jig, provided, .With 
out curbs and gutters, there is a 
continuing problem of vehicles be¬ 
ing parked off paved shoulders on¬ 
to grass areas. Depressions devel¬ 
op that become mud holes and 
grass is destroyed. 

In addition, the original drainage 
system has created some problems, 
since storm sewers and swales fol¬ 
lowed natural contours and not 
property lines. Many roadside 
swales that run through the yards

of homes have been filled in and 
otherwise obstructed in a number 
of instances. 

The report had been prepared in 
response to a question raised by 
Gordon Allen as to whether the 
city’s current curb and gutter pro¬ 
gram was in accord with the es 
thetic design of original Green 
belt. 

Giese saw no historical signifi¬ 
cance in the original street design. 
He noted that in Greendale, Wis¬ 
consin (Greenbelt’s sister city) curbs 
and gutters were used to a greater 
extent than was the case in Green¬ 
belt and all curbing was of the 
flat-face, step-down design that 
Greenbelt has been using. 

Giese concluded that the program 
of improving street shoulders and 
installing curbs and gutters has 
been well received to date and he 
recommended that it be continued. 
The council concurred. 


Preparing Parcels 

Postmaster Emory A. Harman of¬ 
fers the following tips on how to 
prepare Christmas parcels for mail¬ 
ing: 

A single item in a package should 
be cushioned with shredded paper, 
excelsior, compressed tissue paper, 
cloth, or expanded plastic foam. If 
two or more- items are mailed in 
the same carton or box, cushioning 
material should protect all items 
from contact with others. Each 
item should have its own individu¬ 
al^ inner carton. 

Fiberboard containers should be 
about the size of the gift to mini¬ 
mize shaking and breaking in tran¬ 
sit, Fiberboard should have “pound 
test” of at least 175. This is usu¬ 
ally shown in the box maker’s cer¬ 
tificate on the bottom of the box. 

Fragile articles should be indi¬ 
vidually cushioned, and all four 
sides of the container should be 
padded with cushioning material. 
Package should be marked - FRA¬ 
GILE. Tape used to close con¬ 
tainers should be reinforced and 
should cover and firmly secure all 
flaps. 

When paper must be used for 
the outer wrapping, it should be at 
least equal in quality and strength 
to the kraft stock used for grocery 
bags. Paper wrappers are not nece¬ 
ssary if the box itself is an ade¬ 
quate shipping container. 

Proper packaging is particularly 
important for books and records. 
Because of their weight, books 
should be cushioned so they cannot 
shift within the box. No more than 
25 lbs. of books should be shipped 
in one package. Long-playing rec¬ 
ords should be placed in a carton 
which is at least one-half an inch 
thick. 

Each package should contain the 
name and address of the person to 
whom it is being mailed inside the 
package as well as outside. Be sure 
to include zip codes. Be sure to put 
a return address on the package. 
Put only one mailing address on 
the ou's:d Q of the parcel and do 
not -address cn more than one side. 


Greenbelt Clergy 
Seeks Stronger 
Ties Among Areas

The Greenbelt Clergy, an organ 
ization of religious leaders, last 
week called on the city, housing 
and apartment developments, and 
civic and service organizations to 
join them in an effort “to make 
Greenbelt a better community for 
all residents.” At a luncheon hos¬ 
ted by the Greenbelt Clergy at the 
Mowatt Memorial Methodist 
Church on November 17, attention 
was directed to the need for fa 
cilitating “better communication 
among people in Greenbelt.” 

Providing citizens with a con¬ 
tinuous flow of news of the city, 
its services, agencies, and organi¬ 
zations was considered a major in¬ 
gredient in giving residents, no 
matter where they lived, a sense 
of belonging as well as stimulating 
interest and involvement in their 
community. 

The Greenbelt Clergy saw as a 
major challenge the problem of how 
to reach Greenbelt apartment and 
condominium dwellers who are 
separated from the core of the 
city. 

News Review Role 

Wider circulation of the Green- 
belt News Review was viewed as 
the best means to achieve this goal. 
The newspaper is now delivered 
door-to-door within the core of 
Greenbelt to all homeowners and 
apartment dwellers (with the ex¬ 
ception of Charlestowne Village 
North where papers are left in the 
lobby). At Springhill Lake apart¬ 
ments (3,000 units), a few news 
papers are left at ‘ each apartment 
building and extra copies at the 
SHL community house and the 
SHL pharmacy. Greenbriar picks 
up about 300 newspapers each week 
and handles its own delivery. In 
all, 5,000 issues are circulated each 
week. 

Representatives of the News 
Review thought it would be pos¬ 
sible to increase somewhat the 
number of papers available for 
distribution although there are 
limits to what the press can run 
off. The major problem, however, 
is the setting up of a door-to-door 
delivery system for apartment- 
type buildings, with its attendant 
additional costs and responsibili¬ 
ties which the News Review is not 
able to handle. 

The News Review, 39 years in 
existence, is a non-profit, indepen¬ 
dent newspaper staffed by volun¬ 
teers and dependent for income 
solely upon advertising. It would 
have to rely heavily on apart¬ 
ment management or on volunteers 
in the affected areas to take on 
the responsibility for a door-to-door 
d divery system. 

Decisions 

It was decided that representa¬ 
tions of tbn News Review and ap¬ 
artment and condominium devel 
cements would meet to explore 
various ways of increasing the 
circulation of the newspaper. To 
be considered, for example, is the 
formation of committees at each 
development to oversee distribu¬ 
tion. 

The Greenbelt Clerp'o oxnects to 
hold another meeting with the 
group in January to discuss the 
mechanics of publishing and d : 3- 
tributing a welcome kit for new 
Greenbelters. Such a kit would 
”wktde a brochure with pertinent 
information about the city’s his¬ 
tory, services, agencies, organi¬ 
zations. churches and synagogue 
as well as telephone numbers of 
the Police, Fire Dept, CARES, 
etc.

Final GHI Budget 

The final precise budget figures 
for 1977 have been announced by 
Greenblt Homes, Inc. The total 
budget, including amortization pay¬ 
ments, comes to $3,908,730. Of this 
amount, $3,461,012 will be charged 
to members, the balance coming 
from reserves and other revenue 
items such as sales fees and inter¬ 
est on investments. This amount 
represents an increase of $267,135 
over the current (1976) budget. 

The increase in members charg¬ 
es, effective January 1, 1977, comes 
to 8.4% on the average. For the 
brick homes, the average increase 
is 7.5%; for the frame homes, 9.2%. 
There may be variations for in¬ 
dividual homeowners.

In a letter of October 29, 197€ 
to county offiicals, Secretary of 
Transportation Harry R. Hughes 
said the agency’s opposition is 
based on duplication of existing 
commuter rail service, poor service 
to the University of Maryland, and 
a poorly located Prince George’s 
Plaza station. 

All of these shortcomings, he 
said, would be overcome by the 
transportation benefits to be de¬ 
rived from an 1-95 alignment that, 
would traverse the western part 
of the University of Maryland and 
terminate near the 1-495 and 1-95 
intersection. 

Furthermore, Hughes said, the 
opportunity seems to exist to ac¬ 
tually accelerate the implementa¬ 
tion of an 1-95 alignment since the 
‘E” route has been exempted from 
further alternative studies by the 
Federal government. Hughes sta¬ 
ted that the urgent need for tran¬ 
sit in the “E” route corridor has 
persuaded Federal authorities to 
assist in accelerating implemen 
tation of this route. 

The Maryland Department of 
Transportation said that it has re¬ 
served $50 million of interstate 
transfer funds to finance the incre¬ 
mental cost associated with an “E” 
route alignment terminating at 1-95 
and is also prepared to accelerate 
its implementation. 

Therefore, Hughes said, the De¬ 
partment is now prepared to sup¬ 
port the immediate initiation of 
General Plans for an “E” route 
alignment to an 1-95 terminal. To 
this end, the Department is prepar¬ 
er to approve a partial allocation 
from credits earned at the Addison 
Road Station toward 50 percent of 
the cost of General Plans (previous¬ 
ly it wanted 100%) and the re¬ 
mainder of the credits applied to 
mutually acceptable METRO pro¬ 
jects. The balance of General Plan 
costs would be borne by the State 
under its Metrorail program. 

However, Hughes recognized 
that the county may still wish to 
pursue the completion of the modi¬ 
fied ARS General Plans. He hoped 
that the General Plans for both 
alignments could be completed 
concurrently so that all parties 
could judge the relative merits of 
each alignment. 

College Park Upset 

In the meantime, College Park 
citizens registered their displeasure 
with a proposed METRO rapid 
transit station in the city’s Calvert 
Road area, which would be part of 
the modified ARS plan. About 6 to 
12 structures would have to he de¬ 
molished for this station. Also up¬ 
setting was a proposal for a 40 
foot high noise-screening embank 
ment. About 300 citizens turned out 
at a public hearing on November 
11 to protest.

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Farmland Preservation 

To the Editor: 

A group of concerned people in 
Howard County, which lies north¬ 
west of Laurel, says there will be 
no more farmland in that county 
by the year 2000 if development 
continues the way it is going now. 

Some concerned members of the 
Montgomery county council have 
introduced a bill for establishing 
Agricultural Districts in that coun¬ 
ty that would limit land use in 
those districts to agricultural and 
related uses. 

Prince Georges county is rapid¬ 
ly losing its best agricultural land 
to developers, or to speculators 
who hope to sell it to developers. 
Although most of our vacant land 
is assessed for tax purposes as 
farmland, a would be-farmer can't 
buy it at that price. Market price 
is determnied largely by the num¬ 
ber of dwelling units that could be 
built on that land. 

Some 5 concerned members of our 
State legislature have introduced a 
farmland preservation bill in An¬ 
napolis the last two years. It 
would have each county establish 
Agricultural Districts, with the 
State paying the landowners the 
difference between the land’s as¬ 
sessed value and market value. The 
bill hasn’t passed, largely because 
there has not been agreement on 
whore to get the money for the 
program. 

A version of this bill will be in¬ 
troduced again in the 1977 legisla¬ 
ture. One of its active supporters 
fs delegate Gerard F. Devlin, who 
represents us in the 24th District. 
He’ll be in Greenbelt next Tuesday 
night, November 30, to discuss the 
proposal. The meeting will tnko 
place at 8 p.m. in the Greenbelt 
library.

County Proposes Revisions 
To Animal Control Law 

A provision requiring that d do¬ 
mesticated animal's mess must be 
removed from private property un¬ 
less the property owner consents 
is part of a major revision of the 
County’s animal control law sche¬ 
duled for public hearing Nov. 23 
at 2:30 p.m. The County’s updated 
animal control law, for the first 
time, requires that cats older than 
four months as well as dogs, re¬ 
ceive rabies vaccinations. The bill 
also increases the dog licensing fee 
to $6 per animal and $15 for each 
unspayed female dog. 

Finally, the. bill prohibits all 
domesticated animals — including 
cats —- from runnng at large in a 
neighborhood. In essence, the pro¬ 
vision, advocated by a majority of 
tho seated Animal Control Com¬ 
missioners, means that cats as well 
as dogs will have to be confined 
within a vehicle or property line 
or led on a leash. 

The county’s animal control law, 
in part, duplicates Greenbelt’s ani¬ 
mal ordinance. This ordinance re¬ 
quires that the owners of dogs and 
cats buy a $2 permit for their ani¬ 
mals. Owners of dogs and cats must 
have the city permit as well as 
whatever license is required by the 
county. 

In addition, Gireenbelt’s ordinance 
requires owners to keep their pets 
on their own property and have 
both their dogs and eats vaccinated 
against rabies. 

FUN RUNS 

The first of a series of informal 
running races called Fun Runs will 
be held at Greenbelt Lake Park 
at the Refreshment Stand on Sat. 
morning. Nov. 27 at 9 a.m. Fun 
runs are part of a national program 
conducted by Runners World maga¬ 
zine at over a hundred locations to 
encourage running and jogging as 
a sport and exercise. 

Anyone may enter these runs 
who is in condition to run, no mat¬ 
ter what his ability.
